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Consecration Service for Peace 
D> dKEE KE 


For many years Silent Unity has been giving special time and 
thought and prayer to the establishing of perfect peace and ac- 
cord in the lives of men, not only among nations in time of war 
but among individuals in their everyday contacts in the home 
and outside the home. 

In 1917 the custom was begun of observing a special silence 
for peace at 11 o’clock each morning, and this custom continues 
today. Loud-speakers throughout the building are turned on for 
the brief message given, and every worker stands with eyes 
closed, heart consecrated to the prayer voiced by the speaker: 
“Liberty, justice, righteousness, and peace are now established 
throughout the world, in the name of Jesus Christ.” 

Realizing that the great need of all races, all countries, all 
peoples today is the consciousness and the realization of endur- 
ing peace, Silent Unity is devoting much of its time to peace, 
lending its most consecrated thought and effort to it. Since last 
fall the Silent Unity members have devoted an extra half hour 
before working hours each morning to a special “consecration 
service for peace” conducted in the healing room. 

In June of this year this consecration service was presented at 
a joint meeting of Silent Unity with the Unity center leaders 
who had gathered here from all parts of the world. Because 
these leaders so sincerely appreciated the service as a model to 
follow in their efforts for peace, we are led to believe that many 
Daity Worp readers likewise will be glad to have a copy of 
the service to follow in co-operating with us each day in prayer 
for peace. 

As together we read the messages and repeat the prayers of 
the service, let us remember that the words we send out are 
mighty to produce that which we decree; for the promise is “I 
create the fruit of the lips: Peace, peace, to him that is far off 
and to him that is near, saith Jehovah; and I will heal him.”

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2. The Consecration

universal peace is erected on a foundation of individual 
peace. We must give up every feeling of prejudice and 
antagonism, and give ourselves to the loving service of 
the Prince of Peace. Let us declare together: 

I give up every feeling of prejudice and antagonism. 

Stand with Christ. Can you imagine Him who is called 
the Prince of Peace inciting anyone to hatred or ill will? 
Jesus realized that it is love, not strife, that alone can dis- 
solve want and injustice, chauvinism, prejudice, and fool- 
ish pride and establish in their place co-operation and 
understanding. Let us consecrate ourselves to Christ by 
saying: 

I reconsecrate myself to the loving service of the 
Prince of Peace. 


We who are gathered here are indeed in the service of 
the Christ, and by precept and example we must lead the 
way toward peace.

When the 
light of the Christ mind comes to a person it does not 
confine its rays to his own consciousness, but those who 
sit in darkness and negation see and feel its power. Let 
us pray now for the light to be expressed in us, saying:

Not in physical force or in human personality but in 
the Christ mind lies the salvation of every country. We 
pray for this mind to be in the men at the head of this 
government. When the Christ mind is in a man, he is 
lifted above weakness, selfishness, or malice.

Despite appearances, despite opposition, there is a 
Spirit at work in the world today, even in the countries 
that have been given over to war. Silently, steadily, surely 
this Spirit grows in might and moves across the world, 
linking heart with heart, aspiration with aspiration, mov- 
ing the peoples of the world together toward one com- 
mon end, one fellowship of love, one universal humanity.

Not physical force but Chris- 
tianity is the victor. Valiant in the Truth, we press toward 
the peace triumphant. 

Once more let us affirm our faith in the victory of God.
